This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of July 15, 2004, to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation for records on File 100-225892, Serial 1 thru 50/Years 1961 thru 
1963. The FBI on November 14, 2005, forwarded your request along with Army-originated record 
retrieved from their files, to this office for our review and direct response to you. This request was 
received in this office on November 21, 2005. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance with Executive Order 
(EO) 12958, as amended. As a result of our review, it has been determined that the information no 
longer warrants security classification protection and is partially releasable to you. The record is 
enclosed for your use. 

Information has been sanitized as the release of the information would result in an unwarranted 
invasion of the privacy rights of the individual concerned, this information is exempt from the 
public disclosure provisions of the FOIA per Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(6). 

The withholding of this information constitutes a partial denial of your request. You have the 
right to appeal this decision to the Secretary of the Army. Your appeal should be forward to this 
office within 60 days from the date of this letter. After the 60-day period, the case may be 
considered closed; however, such closure does not preclude you from filing litigation in the courts.

The unique phase of CORE is the entirely Christian ideological position 
of brotherhood of man, rather than the usual framework of sociological and 
economic reform that pro-Negro movements tend to be built upon. It 13 significant 
because it has for the first tine brought discrimination into the open fro© the 
standpoint of whites in Chicago-, and raised the issue as one to be dealt with, 
not ignored or resisted. It is singular 'n that young Negroes are affiliating 
the'mselves with a militant white organization. It is apparent that CORE is a 
direct product of tension brought about by the war and the emphasis on democracy, 
with the pressure of the times adding stimulus. The newspapers have met the 
activity of this organization with a uniformity of silence j the Negro press has 
also ignored them, because they resent and somewhat distrust the interference of 
•' whites. * 1 • 

The group is still do minan tly white, although young Negroes have 
been joining recently. The membership is heavily weighted with divinity students^ 
many of them conscientious objectors. Mainly a band of sincere, indealietic , 
young people, it attacks dig crimination gftrom a somewhat now standpoint. The

This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of February 16, 2004, to 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), requesting information concerning File 100 25647 
(Chicago). The FBI on November 18,2004, forwarded your letter along with Army-originated 
records from their files for releasability determination. This correspondence was received in this 
office on November 23, 2004. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance with Executive Order 
12958, as amended. As a result of this review, the information no longer requires classification 
protection and is partially releasable to you. The records are enclosed for your use. All fees 
associated with this request are waived. 

Since the release of the information deleted from these records would result in an unwarranted 
invasion of the privacy rights of the individual concerned, this information is exempt from the 
public disclosure provisioas of the FOIA pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(6). 

The withholding of the information described above is a partial denial of your request. This 
denial is made on behalf of Major General John F. Kimmons, the Commanding General, U.S. 
Army Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army 
intelligence investigative and security records under tire FOIA. You have the right to appeal this 
decision to the Secretary of the Army. If you wish to file an appeal, you should forward it to this 
office. Your appeal must be post marked no later titan 60 calendar days from the date of this 
letter. Your appeal will then be processed to the appellate authority. After the 60-day period, the 
case may be considered closed; however, such closure does not preclude you from filing 
litigation in the courts.

1. Information in the files of the District Intelligence Office, Ninth 
Navel District, indicates that the CAC is an amorphous type of organization 
under the sole leadership of Dr. Frederick Charles Schwarz, its executive 
director. 1 


2. Schwarz, according to Uls testimony in 1957 before the U. S. House 
Coomittee on Un-American Activities, was born at Brisbane, Australia, 
on 15 January 1913. His university studies in Australia Included 
political economy. Following graduation he established a general medical 
practice in Sydney and was, for a time, psychiatrist for a clinic and 
a hospital. He describes himself as an evangelical Christian of Baptist 
denomination, and states that he has been a lay preacher for many years, 
Vhile at the University of Queensland, in the 1930'a, according to hi* 
story, he became a disputant with Communists there. After a debate in 
1940 with a prominent Australian Communist he began serious study of 
Communism, and became active in lecturing against Communism. In 1950 
he made his first of several trips abroad, visiting America. Couaidorlng 
the response to his "massage", and the need, he abandoned his medical 
practice in favor of militant anti-Coramunist campaigning. 


3. In the past the headquarters of the CAC have been listed as Box 890, 

Long Beach, California. Schwarz has described the Crusade as active In 
America and Australia and indirectly in many other parts of the world. 

Flies contain no information as to type or quantity of membership. 

'U. The typical program of the CAC is built around a series of lectures 
supplemented by films, tape recordings, and the sale of books and pcmphleto, 
many written by Dr. Schwarz. Two films often shovn have been the 
controversial "Operation Abolition", which depicts as Communiot managed 
the I960 student riots in San Francisco and which has been Attacked ns 
a contrived production, and "Communism on the Map", which pictures the 
United States as falling victim to Communist encirclement and subversion. 
The CAC program is couched in quasi-intellectual language, with the 
principal theme chat the American way of life la being subtly but 
systematically undermined by Communist fifth colvcnlsta and their 
"stooges" who often operate under the guise of cociallsm. Chief focal 
points of Conraunist influence usually cited are college eempuccs, the 
Protestant clergy, and policy -making le vels of tha Fe deral G overnm ent. 


5. The CAC differs somewhat from some extremist groups in that it usually 
stops short of urging particular acts of reprital against the alleged 
Coasnunist influence. Nonetheless, by the very nature of his approach, 
Schwarz has been associated at various rallies and indoctrination courses 
with persons and organizations with rather extreme views as to the 
meaning of Communism, some of whom have had records of enti-Negro or 
anti-Semitic activities.

My duties end responsibilities wsro mash tho sans as 
those of the preceding Job. tfs had several projects umder construction nt 
one tine on several occasions* and while I was not In direct charge of any 
on# of them, I did have oversell responsibility for seeing that crews were 
secured to carry out the work.

This was a relatively small coupany—by comparison with such 
corporations as Chrysler, Zt was engaged in the oonstruetlon field os piping 
contractor and engineer, By Job as construction superlntendsmt and estimator 
involved eontaoting sampanits who were contemplating Construction work, calling 
then on tha idea of using our service, getting plana of tha proposed construction; 
estimating softs and submitting bids for tha company on tha work, and actually 
supervising tbs work wbsu we wars given the contrast. Ac far as the company was 
concerned, I had complete responsibility for tha cost estimates and tha prices 
quoted in tha bids.

This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOLA) request of January 22, 2000, to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) for records concerning Harvey H. Springer. The FBI, on 
September 4, 2001, forwarded your request to this office along with Department of the Army 
records, retrieved from their files, for a releasability determination. This correspondence was 
received in this office September 17, 2001. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance with Executive Order 
12958. As a result of this review, it has been determined that the information contained in the 
records no longer warrants security classification protection and is partially releasable to you. 
The records are enclosed for your use. Fees for processing this request are waived. 

Since the release of some of the information deleted from the records would result in an 
unwarranted invasion of the privacy rights of the individuals concerned, this information is 
exempt from the public disclosure provisions of the FOLA per Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(7)(C). 

The withholding of the information described above is a partial denial of your request. This 
denial is made on behalf of Brigadier General Keith B. Alexander, the Commanding General, 
U.S. Army Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army 
intelligence investigative and security records under the FOIA. You have the right to appeal this 
decision to the Secretary of the Army. If you wish to file an appeal, you should forward it to this 
office. Your appeal must be postmarked no later than 60 calendar days from the date of this 
letter. After the 60 day period, the case may be considered closed; however, such closure does 
not preclude you from filing litigation in the courts. 

We have been informed by the FBI that the information bracketed in black is exempt from 
public disclosure pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(7)(C) of the FOIA. 
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The withholding of the information by the FBI constitutes a partial denial of your request and 
you have the right to appeal this decision. If you decide to file an appeal, it should be sent to the 
Co-Director, Office of Information and Privacy, U.S. Department of Justice, Flag Building, Suite 
570, Washington, DC 20530-0001 within 60 days from the receipt of this letter. The envelope 
and the letter should be clearly marked "Freedom of Information Appeal" or "Information 
Appeal". Please cite FBI FOI/PA #916724 assigned to your request so that it may be easily 
identified.

EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 


FREEDOM OF INFORMATION ACT (5 U.S.C. §552): 

(b)(1) protects from disclosure national security information concerning the national 
defense or foreign policy; 

(b)(2) related solely to internal personnel rules and practices, the release of which 
would allow circumvention of a statute or rule, 

(b)(3) specifically exempt from disclosure by statute, 

(b)(4) trade secrets and commercial or financial information obtained from a private 
source which would cause substantial competitive harm to the source; 

(b)(5) pre-decisional opinions and recommendations, inter-agency or intra-agency 
memoranda or letters that show foreseeable harm if released. Also, attorney- 
client privilege and attorney-work product are covered; 

(b)(6) personnel and medical information, the release of which would result in a 
clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy; 

(b)(7) investigatory records or information compiled for law enforcement purposes, 
which (A) could reasonably be expected to interfere with enforcement 
proceedings, (B) would deprive a person of a right to a fair trial or an 
impartial adjudication, (C) could reasonably be expected to constitute an 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy, (D) could reasonably be expected to 
disclose the identity of a confidential source, (E) would disclose investigative 
techniques, and/or (F) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or 
physical safety of an individual. 

PRIVACY ACT (5 U.S.C. §552a): 


(b) applies to information concerning other individuals which may not be released 
without their written consent; 

(j) (2) (A) applies to information compiled for the purpose of identifying individual 

criminal offenders and alleged offenders and consisting only of identifying data, 
(B) information compiled for the purpose of a criminal investigation, including 
reports of informants and investigators, and associated with an identifiable 
individual, or (C), reports identifiable to an individual compiled at any stage of 
the process of enforcement of the criminal laws;

the series of "protest meetings" that we are planning to hold. 

First, we should mention that these meetings will not be 
directly associated with the Mlnutemen. They will be conducted 
simply by "average American citizens" who are alarmed at the 
possibility of losing their national and individual freedom. 

V/e will be cooperating with several other conservative 
organizations In this effort so that it will not be necessary 
for anyone to identify themselves as belonging to the Mlnutemen 
organization or any other specific conservative group. 

In the very near future we will set up coordination centers 
through which all these groups can communicate with one another 
and from which they can receive literature ana other material. 

What we recommend Is that each area form a permanent "Rally 
Committee" that will elect a chairman, secretary and treasurer. 

After such a committee has been set up locally we can begin 
forwarding to you the names and addresses of other conservatives 
willing to cooperate in this effort. It may be that some of the 
other conservative groups will also set up local "Rally Commit¬ 
tees" In your area. When we have our national coordinating 
center In operation, we can put any other local committees in 
touch with you so that you can all work together. 

The conducting of these "protest meetings" can be divided 
Into three parts: 

(A) Pre-rally activities include making lists of volunteer 
workers, getting them in turn to make lists of people that they 
know would attend such a rally, arranging for ft meeting place, 
giving out hand-bills and other activities to announce the meet¬ 
ing to the public. 






(B) Actual conduct of the rally. Audio tapes will be 
available from the coordination centers that small meetings 
ran play on a tape recorder to get the full story of what Is 
1 app-’.-lng and what we must do to protect our freedom. .7 v.’ge 
rallies will be tied together with a nationwide radio and 
telephone network. 

(C) Post rally activity which must be kept secret for th*> 
time being but which will have as one of its objectives a strong 
effort to force the nations news media to give this situation 
the fair and accurate coverage it deserves so that the American 
people can be properly informed. 

PLEASE HOLD AN INITIAL MEETING OP YOUR GROUP AS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE TO DISCUSS THESE STEPS. 

Please let us know as soon as possible the name of your 
temporary chairman and the address of your temporary Rally 
Committee Headquarters. 

W© would also appreciate the name3 and addresses of any¬ 
one that you know in other parts of the country who would be 
willing to work with this effort in their areas. 

Once again, let me emphasize the seriousness of this 
situation. We would not be taking time away from our reglar 
organizational activities if we didn't think this was of 
utmost Importance. 

In the coming weeks you who are members of other large 
" conservative organizations, or have access to their literature 
end information, will come to realize that these "protest meet¬ 
ings" will be looked upon with favor. Of course, they will not 
"officially" support these rally’s Just as we will not. 

No doubt you will find it very unusual that large conservative 
groups would join together in an effort Buch as this, and 
consequently the urgency of this issue is illustrated. 

To emphasize this point, may we suggest that you read the 
September issue of a monthly "opinionated" magazine. 

As we have said before, our activities during the next 
few weeks will result in one of two things. (1) A start on 
the road back to patriotism, freedom and victory over the 
international communist conspiracy or, (2) A virtual collapse 
of the pro-America movement with greatly accelerated curtail¬ 
ment of individual liberties.
